Our hero Marshall McLuhan would probably say that 
the leaders of tomorrow who spend all their eve- 
nings in these rock-and-roll infernos, with their 
jiggling roiling bodies, lights and shapes dis- 
solving and dripping down the walls, and the 
noise my god the rage of sounds blat-the-drums, 
thonk-the-200-decibel guitars, shrick-the-ser- 
pentine-singers: McLuhan would no doubt say that 
the kids are doing no more than creating a cone 
of silence around themselves (which is true since 
conversation becomes academic) and are enjoying 
a tactile experience (which is also true, since 
the thronging racket physically assaults the ten- 
der eardrum and forces the body to twist in agony.) 

But there's something else---what is it? 
There's something in the outrageous sock of the 
super-amplified bass notes, the whole turmoil of 
it, the mystical chanted words of sometime non- 
sense, sometime corny sentiment, sometime pro- 
test---all voiced in the same flat unemotional 
tone: there's something frighteningly attractive 
about it all, something that creeps a beast un- 
seen around the chair, creeps up the legs, and 
bites us all. We are getting used to the sight 
of "Rubber Soul" filed next to Bach's B-minor 
mass, "Help!" lying on top of Ragas by Ravi Shan- 
kar, of hearing "You can drive my car (and I 
might love you)" right after gamelan music of 
Bali, but just before the Vivaldi mandolin con- 
certo.

(FROM PAGE 2) Most of us over twenty-one who are 
concerned for our minds and hearing tend to stay 
away from the rock-and-roll emporiums; tend to 
avoid the movies; hurry over the places on the 
radio dial with its attendent bloops, wheeps, and 
whistles. It's noise to us; but in our desire to 
protect ourselves, we are running the risk of miss- 
ing a whole culture---an orientation towards noise 
and the body and sex which will be running the 
country in fifty years. Most of us grew up with 
the narrow confines of Russ Colombo, or the rela- 
tively safe sentimental warblings of Frank Sinatra, 
or even the dry beat and simplistic lyrics of Bill 
Haley. Now all of a sudden the citizens of tomorrow 
are pounding their minds with creepy electronic 
thrummings; they outrage all the senses with weird 
lights and colors; they jar the frame with a beat 
amplified a million times. 

For awhile there the noise was growing up every- 
where; for wahile there we found the late evening 
programming after hours on KRAB to be sprouting 
new and frightening aspects: the Fugs, the Byrds, 
the Turtles, Prometheus and the Four Chains, Joc 
Bach and the Passions, Prince Valiant and the 
Three Dragons. We gently subjected our late-night 
volunteers to whips, thumb-screws, and long ora- 
tions. And do you think it worked? Do you think 
that we won: do you think love that by feeding our 
intransigent volunteers ground glass and lavish 
admonitions on the rack dried up the eternal flow 
of the Dogs, the Daily Flash, Prince Hamlet and 
the Oedipals; do you think our carefully worded 
lectures on the non-necessity of presenting rock- 
and-roll in an already polluted aether, filling the 
gentle void between us and death with brutalized 
drums, vandalized piano, and guitars amplified 
beyond reason, beyond the range of a jet; do you 
think our rage alternating with wit and whimsey 
cauterized this frightening self-pollution? 

Of course: of course it worked love: our logic, 
the palmy perspective of our words, the heady 
weight of our sheer intelligence convinced all, all.
